birds  sing,  becanso  they  cannot  help  do- 
ing so  ;  and  they  are  great   writei^,  not 
because  they  are  born  in  America,  but  la 
spite  of  their  being  born  there;  but  thet^ 
is  very  little  about  either  themselves  or 
iheir  works  which  is  purely  American,  as 
apart  from  English.     Lowell  and  Wend- 
ell Holmes  and    Miss  Harding— a   very 
young  lady  writer  who   seems  to  me  to 
have  a  great  career  before  her — are  the 
only  American    writers   of    real    merit, 
who  in  ray  opinion  are   in   any   distinct 
sense   native   authors.     At  the   present 
moment  the  great  public   for   whom  an 
American    has  to  write,  corresponds  in- 
tellectually to  that   portion  of  our  own 
public  which  delghts  in  Chamber's  Mis- 
cellany and  the   London   Journal  which 
thinks  Martin   Tupper   a  poet  and  con- 
siders the  "  Recreations   of    a   Country 
Parson"  a  work  of  profound  philosophy. 
No  doubt  as  education  in  the   Slates  be- 
comes more  condensed  as  welt  as  diffused, 
a  numerous  public  for  high  class  litera- 
ture will  grow    into   existence ;  but  its 
era  has  not  yet  arrived. 

Meanwhile  it  is  worth  noticing  as  a 
fact,  that  no  Rir.;Tle  southern  State  has 
ever  produced  a  literature  of  its  own,  or 
any  single  writer  of  American  note. 
The  peculiar  institution  whatever  may 
be  its  merits  or  demerits,  does  not  breed 
men  ot  letters. 

Yet  I  by  no  means  think  that  Ameri- 
cans as  a  people,  are  devoid  of  poetry. 
The  sentimentality  of  the  nation  is  very 
widely  if    not    very    highly    developed. 
it  is  an  old  joke  in  the  country  to  say, 
that  whenever  a  stranger  comes  to  pay 
a  visit  to  ai    American    town    the   first 
thing  his  host  takes    him    to  see    is  the 
cemetery.  Certainly  the  burying  grounds 
are   almost  the    prettiest    sights  in  the 
Northern  cities.     The    brilliancy  of  the 
climate    has     somewhat    tnodificd     the 
gloomy  feeling  with  which  Americans — 
as  men  of  Anglo-Saxon  race — are  natur- 
ally disposed  t<   regard  theextem«l  par- 
aplieiiialia  of    death.       Everywhere  the 
graveyard  is  decked  out  with  trees,  and 
llowiMS  and    walks.      In  that  land,  where 
.sectarian  animosity  is   almost  unknown, 
men  of  all  creeds  ami  fiilh  sleep  ttigeth- 
er  in  th.-  cimimon   burying  ground;  and 
thu     it  becomes,  as    it    were,  a    public 
property  in  which  all    citizens    are  alike 
interested.

The  great  desire  of  all 
the  common  soldiers  engaged  in  the  war 
s-emed  to  he,  to  ensuro  that  if  they  died 
in  the  campaign,  they    be  buried  in  their 
own  State  and  amongst  ihoir  own  people. 
Everywhere  in    the    neighborhood    of 
till,  war,  the  towns    were   covered   with 
notices  of  difTeront  doctors,  who  eng.aged 
for  a  small  amount  to  embalm  bodies  in 
such  a  manner,    that  they    would     bear 
traiisporlaliiig  homewards ;  and    in    the 
bight  of    the    fighting,  coffins    formed    a 
large  portion  of^  the  freight  of  the    east- 
ern railroads.     Mourning  is  .worn  deeper 
and  for  a  greater  length  of  time  than  it 
is  with  us;  and   when  a  man   dies,  not 
only  his  family,  but  his  friends  and  cas- 
ual acquaintiinces  are  expected  to  attend 
the  funeral.     In    the    West,    where    the 
iTerman    element  is  strongest,  this   state 
of  feeling  finds  iis   manifestations  in  the 
quaintest  forms.      If  you    ItKik    through 
the  obituary  of  any  Western  newspaper, 
you  will  be  sure  to    find   little    scraps  of 
original  poetry,  forming   headings  to  the 


gent  mechanic  classes,  and  you  will  have 
a  community  wonderfolly  like  the  North 
American.  At  tRe  outset  such  a  people 
would  not,  as  far  as  taste  and  education 
went,  take  any  high  rank,  but  it  woaW 
contain  the  germs  of  all  those  qualities 
which  constitute  national  grandeur.  The 
foundation  in  short  would  be  a  noble  one 
though  the  final  edifice  might  not  yet  be 
constructed.

It  was  headed  "  Death  of  my  Moth- 
er," and  ran  thus  : — "Momentous  eventl 
— events  pregnant  with  the  deepest  sol- 
emnity—  are  crowding  themselves  upon 
me<  But  a  few  days  since,  io  gay  and 
bft'iutiful  did  the  world  appear,  that  I 
was  led  to  believe  there  was  some  spot 
on  which  the  sun  continually  shone;  on 
which  pleasure  were  unalloyed. 

I  looked  out  upon  the  green  meadows, 
the  opening  buds  of  the  forest,  while  the 
silver  throated  songsters  saluted  my  ears 
with  the  richest,  gayest  melodies.  In 
short  there  .seemed  a  new  life,  a  gushing 
life,  ebbing  up  in  the  material  world. 
All  was  beautiful,  majestically  so.  I 
thought  this  a  happy  world.  But  to-day 
how  disl.mt,  how  marked  the  change. 
All  these  things  seem  but  mockeries.  I 
take  no  pleasure  in  them  ;  they  bring  no 
solace,  no  comfort  to  a  gl.>omy,  sorrow- 
stricken  heart,  and  only  teach  the  futility 
of  earthly  hopes.

Acricnltural  aud  Domestic. 

cows   AKD  MILS. 

In  the  following  thirteen  Slates  are 
8,254,630  milch  cows:  Maine,  New 
Hampshire,  Vermont,  Massachusetts, 
Rhode  Island,  Connecticut,  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  New  Jersey, 
Maryland,  Wisconsin  and  Virginia. — 
New'Y'ork  owns  one  third  of  the  num- 
ber, Pennsylvania  has  513,647,  and  Vir- 
ginia half  that  number. 

The  total  produce  of  milk  by  the  to- 
tal number  of  cows  is  580,000,000  quarts 
of  which  two  thousand  millions  arc  used 
as  food,  three  thousand  made  into  butter, 
and  292  made  into  cheese. 

According  to  these  statistics  54  per 
cent,  of  the  entire  produce  is  made  into 
butter  which  is  exported  in  large  quan- 
tities, and  found  iu  almost  every  port  in 
a  perfectly  sweet  ctmdition.  It  is  alio 
kept  fit  for  table  use  fur  many  months. 
Good  cheese  is  also  made,  but  only  per- 
haps  one-eleventh  as  much  milk  is  used 
in  its  manufacture  as  in  butter. 

Forty -one  per  cenL  of  the  ar.uual  pro- 
duce of  the  milk  i.s  used  as  food.  A  large 
proportion  of  this  is  used  a  tew  hours  af- 
ter milking^  but  a  much  larger  porlior., 
especially  that  for  transport,  is  kept  for 
a  considerable  time.  A  greater  quanti- 
ty still  would  be  sold  if  it  could  ha  pre- 
served a  sufficient  time  to  get  it  to  mar- 
ket. Butter  and  cheese  can  be  iipport- 
ed  to  any  city,  but  the  milk  demanded 
as  food  must  be  produced  within  a  com- 
paratively short  distance  of  the  place  of 
consumption,  unless  there  railroad  facil- 
ities  for  transport.  If  conveyed  by  wag- 
ons fifteen  miles  is  about  the  extremn 
limit  ot  cartage  ;  but  if  conveyed  by  rail 
or  steamboat,  150  miles  is  about  the 
maximum  limit. 

The  cost  of  f  reducing  milk  is  n»iich 
more  in  the  vicinity  of  large  cities  than 
in  the  country.  The  price  of  land,  and 
generally  the  higher  price  of  food  and  la- 
bor both  tend  to  increase  the  price  of 
milk ;  while  the  slop  food  which  is  al- 
ways fnrnishcd  more  or  less  by  every 
city,  and  the  movement  of  milk  befoio 
it  cools,  tend  to  decrease  the  quality  of 
milk. 

About  one-third  of  the  milk  consumed 
in  New  York  is  brought  in4jy  wagons, 
the  remainber  by  railroads.  In  the  year 
ending  June,  1861,  55  miilicn  quarts 
were  taken  to  that  city  by  rail. 

HOW  TO  PRESERVE  MILK. 

The  methods  employed  for  pfeserviny 
milk  are  by  heat,  by  evaporation  or  con- 
densation aiid  by  cold  and  quiet. 

1.  There  are  two  methods  of  preserv 
ing  milk  by  heat.  First  by  scalding  the 
milk.  Several  years  ago  Gjiy  Lussac 
demonstrated  that  if  milk  be  heated  to 
the  boiling  point  two  days  in  succession 
in  the  winter  and  three  in  summer,  it 
would  keep  two  months  without  souring. 
Second,  the  milk  is  first  bottled  up  tight- 
ly with  wired  cjrk,  and  placed  in  kettles 
of  cold  water.  The  water  is  now  heat- 
ed to  the  boiling  point,  when  the  kettles 
are  removed  from  the  fire  aud  i'allowed 
to  cool.  The  bottles  are  then  taken  out 
and  packed  for  future  use. 

Milk  treated  in  this  manner  will  keep 
for  six  months.  By  these  methods  the 
milk  loses  its  primitive  taste,  and  is  not 
suitable  for  many  purposes,  nor  can  they 
be  practically  employed  by  dairy ii^cn 
supplying  our  cities. 

2.  Evaporation  or  condensation  :  This 
process  was  patented  a  few  years  ago, 
and  consists  in  evaptn-aling  the  watery 
portions  of  the  milk  till  it  solidifies.  It 
is  then  put  up  in  sealed  tins,  and  carried 
to  all  parts  of  the  world.  It  keeps  sweet 
a  great  length  of  time,  and  is  urjed  most 
extensively  by  people  at  sea.  There  are 
several  large  manufactories  in  Connecti- 
cut and  New  Y'ork  Sutc,  which  have 
been  in  operation  several  years. 

8.  Preservation  by  cold  and  quiet ; 
This  is  the  plan  practiced  by  dairymen 
generally  who  are  compelled  to  send 
their  milk  to  market  by  railway.  The 
process  consists  in  cooling  the  milk  to 
about  40  deg.  Fahrenheit  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible after  milking,  and  in  keeping  it  in 
that  temperature  in  perfect  quiet  till  it 
is  ready  U>  bo  carried  to  the  cars.  Tbo 
essential  requisitfc  is  a  spring  of  cold  wa- 
ter, which  can  be  conducted  under  ground 
to  a  tank  in  a  dairy  in  which  the  milk 
can  be  placed. 

The  cows  are  milked  in  the  cool  of  the 
evening,  and  before  sunrise,  and  the  milk 
is  kept  separate.  Milk  that  is  not  cool- 
ed begins  to  decay  a  few  hours  afler  milk- 
ing, and  is  not  a  healthful  diet.       Sotnc

MlLWACKZS,  July  6,  1863. 
Remembering  how  Riehmond  was  tak- 
en on  the  4^^rect;ding   anniversary  of  our 
national    Independence ;      and,    a    few 
months  ago,  Vicksburg  was  captured  by 
Grant ;    and  how  a  hundred  or  more  of 
the  glorious  boys  of  Stillwater  celebrated 
each  event  in  a  manner   that  left  them 
with  sore  eyes  and   head-aches  and  dis- 
appointed hopes  on  the  following  morn- 
ing, we  did  not  feel  like  throwing  up  our 
hat  and    becoming   jubilant  on   the  4th, 
when  Senator   Doolittle  read  a  dispatch 
dirtKit  from  Washington  to  the  assembled 
thousands  whom   hi?  was  addressing,  an- 
nouncing  the   brilliant  and  triumphant 
euocesses  of  Gen.  Meade  and  the  Poto- 
mac army — yei  thousands  of  others  did, 
and  but  for  our  former  experiences  and 
disappointments,  we  might  have  felt  con- 
atrained  to  join   in  the  general  hilarity. 
"While  every  hour  was  liable  to  develop 
imporUnt  and  startling  events,  we  feared

The  wife  protests  that  it  was  well 
i  made,  and  sweet  when  packed.  We  will 
not  dispute  her.  Perhaps  she  has  done 
her  part  well,  and  put  it  in  the  best  place 
she  could  find.  From  her  shoulders  then 
falls  the  responsibility  of  the  tub  of  bad 
butter. 

it  rests  within  him  whose  duty  it  is  to 
provide  better  accommodations.  Many 
a  poor  woman  bears  the  blame  that  in 
justice  belongs  to  another. 

Let  suitable  conveniences  be  furnibhed 
the  jaded  and  perplexed  housewife,  and 
i  better  results  will  follow  her  labors. — 
j  The  woman  who  has  tiic  care  of  a  family 
of  little  ones,  has  to  milk  the  cows,  set 
her  milk  in  a  scanty  supply  of  old  pans, 
because  her  lord  and  master  can't  afford 
more  and  better  ones,  uses  the  old  dash- 
churn  and  hurries  her  butter  on  into  a 
tub,  situated  as  described  above,  csn't  be 
expt^etcd  to  send  good  butter  to  mark*;t, 
unless  iujpossibililitsare  expected  of  her. 
This  is  no  more  than  is  expected  of  many 
women  at  the  present  day.  They  might 
adopt  the  saying  of  tho  poor  old  lady, 
who  went  begging,  and  said  she  h.id  no 
kettle  nor  nothing  to  cook  it  in.  There 
is  probably  no  class  of  women  laboring 
under  more  disadvantages  than  the  com- 
mon hou*.e- wives. 

As  a  general  thing  they  should  protest 
against    doing    the  milking.     In  haying 
i  time  perhaps  they  may  do  it  to  the  ad- 
I  vantage  ot  all  concerned     Or  when  there 
I  is  but  a  small  family  they  may  do  it  du- 
ring the  most  of  the  summer.     She  should 
have  a  good  convenient  place  to  set  her 
milk,     it  should     not    be    in  the    attic 
among  the  rats,  neither  down  cellar  with 
the  cabbages.    The  supply  of  pans  should 
be  ample.     Two  or  three  quarts  in  a  sev- 
en quart  pan  is  enough.     The  cream  will 
rise  quicker,  and  there  will    be  more  of 
it  than  if  set  in  deeper  pans. 

A  cool,  dry,  clean  place  should  always 
be  provided  for  pans  of  milk.  A  good 
churn  should  be  provided.  Butter  bow  Is 
and  ladles  should  be  furnished.  The  salt 
should  be  procured,  lacking  nothing  of  its 
savor.  Nice,  sweet  tubs  should  be  on 
band. 

Assistance  bhould  be  rendered  at  all 
times  when  needed,  that  every  opeiuiiu.^ 
may  be  performed  at  the  right  time  and 
with  dispatch. 

Thus  provided  and  thus  situated,  the 
butter-maker  has  no  excuse  for  bad  but- 
ter. She  will  be  interested  in  her  busi- 
ness. She  will  take  pride  i'l  her  calling.  . 
Some  good  work  on  dairy  farming  ought 
to  be  on  the  shelf  O.  L.  Flint's  ^fllch 
Cows  and  Dairy  Farming  is  one  needed. 
She  should  keep  in  view  always  the  fla- 
vor and  keeping  qualities  of  her  butter. 
The  hands  should  be  kept  out  of  it  entire- 
ly.

Pompii  is  the  greatest  marvel  in  Eu- 
rope. Yet  like  all  great  marvels  it  is 
exceedingly  simple.  It  is  only  the  exact 
reprtxluction  of  a  lifelong  extinct — a  pro- 
Raphaelite  picture  of  ancient  life  and 
manners. 

Taking  the  cars  at  Naples  we  skirt  the 
southeastern  shore  of  the  bay,  passing 
Ilerculaneum  about  f  lur  miles  out,  and 
six  mile-s  further  on  are  landed  at  a  de- 
pot as  s(»litary  as  Dickens  found  them  on 
ihe  American  railroads.  A  single  house 
maiks  the  station  and  the  living  town  of 
Pompii.  A  high  mound  close  to  the 
railroad  attrilCf  ■  our  attention.

Interspersed  with  these  private  build- 
ings are  the  public  edifices.  Lining  the 
same  streets  are  the  pillars  of  the  forum, 
the  court,  the  gymnasium,  theater  and 
the  n>any  temples.  The  theater  shows 
its  tiers  of  semicircular  seats  as  perfect 
as  when  crowded  with  playgoers.  The 
forum  has  its  long  rows  of  marble  pil- 
larr*,  with  some  in  process  of  erection  to 
fill  the  places  of  those  oyerthrown  in  an 
earthquake  which  preceded  the  storm 
that  destroyed  the  city. 

The  public  square  had  a  cheerful  look, 
set  round  as  it  was  with  statues.

UERCULANEUM. 

We  can  stop  as  we  return  and  visit 
Herculaneum.  The  sensation  is  just  the 
opposite  of  that  of  Pompeii.  Leave  the 
cars  at  Russia  and  walk  a  mile  up  the 
admirably  paved  street,  and  we  come  to 
the  thick-set  houses  of  this  little  village. 
On  its  main  street  is  the  tomb  of  the 
town.  A  gate  opens  on  the  street.  We 
enter  by  a  short  flight  of  ascending  stairs 
a  small  chamber.  Taking  each  a  candle 
we  go  down  stairs  seventy -nine  feet. — 
They  are  modern  steps,  and  land  us  at 
the  top  of  the  theater.  They  are  cut  all 
the  way  through  stone-solidified  lava. 

From  this  we  continue  to  descend  by 
the  ancient  s'cps  and  along  the  ancient 
corridors  of  the  theater  some  forty  feet 
more,  till  we  reach  the  pit.  l\i\re  are 
the  stage,  the  stone  stalls  for  orchestra, 
seats  for  various  classes,  all  the  apipt>rte- 
nances  of  a  j  lay-house.  The  main  en- 
trance is  an  arch,  now  filled  with  lava 
rock.  Ill  this  place,  protected  by  its 
proof  and  pillars,  were  fotwid  many  fine 
statues  that  are  now  in  the  Museum. 

This  is  all  that  is  visible  of  ITercula- 
neum.  Unlike  Pompeii,  it  was  buried 
by  a  current  of  lava  a  hundred  feet  thick. 

The  rocft  rriust  bo  m«ied  to  that  depth 
before  any  results  can  be  reach  d.  The 
expense  prevent*  the  enterprise.  But 
there  is  another  impediment.  A  popu- 
lous town  i»  built  upon  it.  It  cannot  be 
left  open  therefore,  but  as  soon  as  open- 
ed must  be  fi-Ued  up.  This  is  all  that 
has  been  preserved,  and  this  has  pillars 
seventy  feet  higJ*  to  support  the  street. 
You  can  hear  the  rtnrible  of  wheels  over- 
head as  you  sit  in  the  theater. 

But  if  \.\vc  specimen  brick  is  small  it, 
is  very  sugge3tive.f  One  cannot  walk 
amid  this  once  burning  rock,  a  hundred 
feet  thick,  without  reflecting  on  the  ter- 
rific torrent  that  slowly  and  steadily  set 
hither  from  the  fountain  above.  He  can 
see  the  people  fleeing  in  their  distress  : 
the  palaces,  with  their  pomp  and  luxury, 
flooded  by  the  ever  rising  stream  that 
mounts  higher  and  higher,  as  unmindful 
of  the  ruin  it  had  wrought  as  were  the 
floods  that  buried  the  palaces  of  antedi- 
luvian sin. 

This  river  of  death,  however,  only  de- 
stroys cities.  Its  movements  are  so 
moderate  that  the  people  have  time  to 
escape.  Not  so  with  the  ancient,  not  so 
with  future  destruction,  of  which  this  is 
a  most  i-nprcssive  type.  When  they 
shall  say  peace  and  safety,  then  destruc- 
tion Cometh  upon  them,  and  they  shall 
not  escape.  What  a  tower  of  refuge 
will  the  Lord  be  in  that  day  1  The 
Christian, 

"  Undisturbed,  shall  o'er  the  ruins  smile. 
And  light  his  torch  at  Nature's  tuneral  pile."

The  seats,  entrances,  and  the 
caves  of  the  beas's  are  as  when  the  place 
was  thronged  with  citizens  to  see  their 
Christian  neighbors  contend  with  lions, 
and  to  exult  when  the  beasts  prevailed. 
The  affiighted  people  flee  hither  for  pro- 
tection when  a  deadlier  enemy  than  the 
lions  leaps  upon  them  from  the  moun- 
tain. 

But  the  destruction  they  here  so  often 
delighted  to  see  now  overtakes  them. — 
And  as  they  had  laughed  over  the  mise- 
ries of  the  servants  of  the  true  God,  so 
he  who  siiteth  in  the  heavens  now  laughs 
at  their  calamity,  and  mocks  when  their 
fear  cometh — when  their  fear  cnmeth  as 
a  desolation  and  their  destruction  as  a 
whirlwind.

The  two  leading  items  of  news  which 
we  have  to  report  this  week  are  the 
"gobbling  up  "  of  Morgan's  forces  in 
Ohio,  and  the  evacuation  of  Jackson, 
Mi^s..  by  Gen.  Johnston.  The  fight 
with  Morgan  occurred  on  the  20th,  at 
Butfiiiirton,  and  on  the  river  opposite 
Betteville,  .and  it  is  ascertained  that  he 
lost  all  his  cannon  and  2,500  men.  Mor- 
gan made  good  his  own  escape  through 
treachery. 

The  glorious  success  at  Jackson  may 
be  learned  from  the  folb.wing  official 
dispatch  from  Gen.  Grant: 

ViCKSBCRO,  July  18. 

To  Gen  Halleck  :
